L.G.Y.C. OFFICE 


Police have now 
determined that a fire 
in the Lesbian and Gay 
Youth office was 
deliberately set. On 
Thursday April: 20, the 
fire department was 
called to the basement 
of “thesOl day sat 
approximately 8:30pm. 
When they arrived they 
found heavy smoke, and 
a small fire contained 
in thesoftices,orsour 
group. 

After burning, fon on ly 
a few minutes, the 
blaze was 
extinguished, leaving 
the office heavily 
damaged by smoke, and 
about $1,000.00 worth 
of structural damage 
to the building. 


The fire, which 
originated ina 
garbage can, was 
apparently set to 
appear as an accident. 
None of the contents 
of the office were 
disrupted by the 
arsonist(s), and the 
fire occurred within 
arrmehour soc. Le Gly. 
volunteers leaving the 
office: 


A police investigation 
is under way to 
determine who set the 
fire and why. The 
police are very 
determined to settle 
the case which has 
received a generous 
amount of media 
attention, and has 
some severe 
implications for Gay’s 
and Lesbian’s in the 
City.
